"Love" 

'love is patient, love is kind. It does not envy, it does not boast, it is not proud. It is not rude, it is not self-seeking, it is not 
easily angered, it keeps no record of wrongs. Love does not delight in evil, but rejoices with the truth. It always protects, al- 
ways trusts, always hopes, always perseveres. Love never fails/' - 1 Corinthians 13:4-7 

We should probably repeat these words from the 13 th Chapter of 1 st Corinthians on a daily basis. I know I need a daily 
reminder of true and selfless love. When I look at the cross, I remember how great is the love of Jesus and how great is the 
love of the Father who sent His Beloved Son to us so that we would be saved from our sins. His love is patient, kind, humble, 
content and selfless. And. ..thank God that He does not keep any record of our wrongs. God's love protects and rejoices and 
it never, never fails. 

How do we respond to God's love? The beginning of this "love" chapter even begins with these words: "And now I will show 
you the most excellent way." Truly receiving and living in God's love is the most excellent way but "love isn't love unless you 
give it away". We are commanded by God to love one another. We can do many things to help others but if we are not 
doing them in love, they are nothing. We can even have "a faith that can move mountains, but have not love" then we are 
nothing. The way that we respond to God's love is by loving Him and by loving His children with words and action. We all 
know people who are easy to love and people who are not so easy to love but we are all God's children and all deserving of 
love. May we find ways every day to respond to God's love by loving others and by giving of ourselves in charitable ways. 
Love is so powerful. We have all experienced times in our lives when we have been deeply hurt by someone we love. In any 
deeply caring relationship, love is very important but the other important word to remember is forgiveness. It is in those 
times that the words of this reading are often fully understood... love keeps no record of wrongs; love perseveres; love never 
fails. 

"And now these three remain: faith, hope and love. But the greatest of these is love." - 1 Corinthians 13:13. 

Thank you, God, for loving us so much that you sent your dear Son, Jesus, to save us from our sins. Help us to remember 
every day and every moment this love that you have showered upon us and let your love flow through us as we reach out to 
others and share your love with them. Let us love those who are near and dear to us, those we don't know well but who are 
hurting and those who are our enemies. Help us to see new opportunities every day to love others just as you have loved us. 
Amen.
